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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1-5, 13, 18, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by O'Grady et al. (US 6,357,344). O'Grady is considered to show the 
claimed invention comprising: 

a generally rectangular cooking grill base member dimensioned to 
distinguishably support, fit beneath, and project beyond the outer periphery of an 
outdoor cooking grill 

a rear wall member hingedly connected to said base member wherein, the rear 
wall member has the same general dimensions as said base member 

a pair of side wall members wherein, each side wall member is hingedly 
connected to a selected one of the rear wall member and the base member in figures 
2A and 8A. It is considered an inherent feature that O'Grady teaches the claimed 
fireproof and heat proof materials, since the cooking device disclosed by O'Grady would 
have to be fireproof and heat proof in order to function as a cooking grill. O'Grady is 
also considered to disclose the claimed aluminum sheet fabrication material at column 2 
line 22 and to show releasable securing means for upright positioning in figure 2D. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103

Claims 6-9 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over O'Grady in view of Andress (US 5,823,174). O'Grady is considered to disclose the 
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claimed invention, as discussed above under the anticipatory rejection, except for the 
claimed gas line opening. Andress, another cooking screen, is considered to disclose 
gas line opening at column 3 lines 7-19. It would have been obvious to one skilled in 
the art to provide the teachings of O'Grady with gas line opening, considered taught by 
Andress, for the purpose of allowing an alternative source of cooking heat. 

Claims 14-16 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over O'Grady in view of Chuanico (US 3,141 ,568). O'Grady is considered to disclose 
the claimed invention, as discussed above under the anticipatory rejection, except for 
the claimed alignable handle apertures. Chuanico, another cooking screen, is 
considered to disclose alignable handle apertures at column 2 lines 24-52. It would 
have been obvious to one skilled in the art to provide the teachings of O'Grady with 
alignable handle apertures, considered taught by Chuanico, for the purpose of 
preventing environmental interference with the cooking surface while at the same time 
allowing ease of use.
